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Turks Demonstrate Against 
Greeks After Policeman 
Is Killed. 


NICOSIA, Cyprus, Jan. 11 
(UP)—British army riot squads 
rushed into action today to 
break up demonstrations by the 
Turkish minority against the 
Greeks on this Mediterranean 
island following the killing of 
a Turkish- Cypriot policeman. 

Masked killers shot Sgt. Ab- 
dullah Ali Riza at his hoise 
in Paphos, just 11 days after 
he had been decorated by Brit- 
ain’s Queen Elizabeth for his 
anti-terrorist heroism. 

As news of the killing spread 


through the island, the Turkish 
minority became _ inflamed 
against the Greek-speaking ma- 
jority. 

Authorities feared a repeti- 
tion of last year’s disastrous 
anti-Greek riots in Turkey. At 
that time, Turkish mobs raged 
through Istanbul, Ankara and 
other Turkish cities pillaging 
Greek-owned shops. Millions 
of dollafs worth of damage was 
caused. 


All Turkish shops in Cyprus 
closed this afternoon in mournl 
ing for the dead police sergeant. 
Protest meetings were called in 
Lanarca, Famagusta, Limassol 
and Nicosia. 

Turkish and Greek demone- 
strsiors clashed in the streets 
of Nicosia today. At least three 
persons were injured, 

Gangs of youths massed on 
opposite sides of the street in 
front of the Greek Olympiakos 
club. Trouble started when in- 
sults led to action. The injuries 
came from bottles and stopes 
thrown by each group.

GPOINT COUNTY 
REASSESSMENT 
PLAN PROPOSED 


League of Municipali- 
ties Urges Non-Politi- 
cal Appraisers, Uni- 
form System in State. 


A six-point plan intended to 
bring about “a fair and equit- 
able” reassessment of all real 
estate in St. Louts county was 
recommended to the County 
Gouncil today by the County 
League of Municipalities. 

Asking for an early meeting 
with the council to discuss the 
recommendations, the league's 
|Teassessment committee urged 
the council to engage “compe- 
tent, non-political appraisers” 
to assist County Assessor Phil 
|G. Deuser in reappraising prop- 
'erty. This is similar to a pgo- 
pocal by the council. However, 
no contract has yet been signed. 

The committee suggested that 
if this method is found to be 
too costly the county employ a 
competent, nonpolitical apprais- 
er as a consultant. His fune- 
tion would be to assist the 
assessor in preparing for a re- 
appraising program 

It was suggested that the 
State Tax Commission “be 
urged to provide a method to be 
used by all assessors in réath- 
ing valuations for assessment 
purposes on a state-wide basis.” 
F. William Human, a member of 
the committee and city attorney 
of Clayton, said it was felt that 
a standard procedure should be . 
established for assessors to fol- 
low 

Two recommendations 
cerned co-operation by 
municipalities 
assessments 

One calls for the municipali- 
ties to furnish the county as- 
sessor with copies of all build- 
ing permits. This would permit 
him to keep abreast of new 
building and to be able to get 
this property on the tax books 
immediately. 

The other urges assessors of 
communities in the county to 
work with the county's deputy 
assessor assigned to their towns, 

{to insure proper and thorough 
assessment 

The final recommendation 
was that the council consider a 
change in the present provision 
of the county charter which 
limits expenditures in any one 
year to the level of receipts of 

two years previous. This should 

be changed, the committee said, 
to base expenditures on the 

preceding year's income to 
| make more funds available for 
ithe reassessment program, 
which would be costly.

In 
this effort our weapon is not 
force. Our weapons are the 
principles and ideas embodied 
in our historic traditions.” 
Action Declaration Different. 

This was the moral declara- 
tion. The action declaration 
was different. “In the face of 
Communist military power,” it 
read, “We must, of course, con- 
tinue to maintain an effective 
system of collective security 
This involves two things—a 

system which gives clear warn- 

ing that armed aggression will 
be met by joint action of the 

free nations, and deterrent mil- 

itary power to make that warn- 

ing etfective Moreover, the 
awesome power of the atom 

must be made to serve as a 

guardian of the free community 

and of the peace.” 

Of the July meeting of the 
heads of government, the Presi- 
dent said: “All were in agree- 
ment that a nuclear war would 
be an intolerable disaster which 
must not be permitted to oc- 
eur.” 

The possibility of a nuclear 
war is the most critical prob- 
lem facing mankind. The Pres- 
ident appears to have accepted 
the philosophy that piling up 
more and more atomie arm’ 
and adding horror upon horror 
will prevent war. It never has 
in the past and it is a theory 
no one can prove or disprove, 
but since he has accepted the 
idea, he states that we are “in- 
tegrating the latest scientific 
developments, including new 
atomic Weapons, into our mili- 
tary plans.” 

Nuclear War Only Kind. 

As new atomic weapons are

Just as we would not consider 
the abolition of atomic weapons 


without assurance of inspection 


and control and reduetion of 


Soviet conventional armaments, | 


so the Soviet leaders refused to 


consider an inspeetion and con- 
trol proposal without assurance 
that atomic weapons would be 


abolished. 
As might have been expected, 


the President's proposal was 


looked upon only as a trick to 


obtain military information 


about the Soviet Union, It was 
treated politely at first, and in- 
quiries were made about the 
succeeding stages, but the Unit- 
ed States refused to add suc- 
ceeding stages to its proposal. 
Khrushchev's Statement, 

Finally, on Dec. 29, Commu- 
nist party secretary Nikita S 
Khrushchev told the Supreme 
Soviet: 

“Achievement of agreement 
on these questions ‘reduction of 
armaments, prohibition of nu- 
clear weapons and inspection 
and control) was prevented by 
the change of position of the 
United States which suddenly 
disavowed its former proposals 
when We agreed to accept them 
as a basis.’ 

“Now the United States,” he 
continued, “is, in effect, remov- 
ing from the agenda the ques- 
tion of reducing armaments and 
puts to the foreground only the 
proposal submitted by Presi- 


dent Eisenhower in Geneva—on , 


the exchange of military blue- 
prints and unhindered aerial 
photography—this is no longer 
control and not even a sem- 
blance of control 

“This actually is a means used 
for the purpose of finding out 
more about the forces of an- 
other country. Is it not clear 
that information obtained in 
this way can be used for choos- 
ing the most convenient mo- 
ment tor a sudden attack upon 
it? The question arises: How 
does this differ from what is 
known as military reconnais- 
sance? In substance, it does not 
differ at all.” 

The President did not say 
much about defense. “Our se- 
curity position commands re- 


spect. . . . Our defenses have 
been reinforced at. sharply re- 
duced costs. ... We have im- 


proved the etfectivencss 

by integrating ... new atomic 
weapons into our military plans. 
We continue to push the pro- 
duction of the most modern 
military aircraft. The develop- 
ment of long-range missiles has 
been on an accelerated basis for 
some time.” 

This is all true. but loses 
force since the Soviet Union is 
doing the same thing on an 
even larger scale.

Football Gentlemen and Scholars 

Now that Jim Tatum has decided to coach 
football at the University of North Carolina. leav- 
ing the University of Maryland with nothing but 
a flock of star players, and an undefeated fresh- 
man team, Maryland is said to be~ considering 
some de-emphasis of football. And it must be 
lume, judging trom an Associated Press report. 

The A.P. states that Dr. Wilson H. Elkins, 
Maryland's president, is concerned about adjust- 
ing the balance between academic and athletic 
scholarships. “It is now about 4 to 1,” AP. 
States, “which isn't considered healthy from the 
viewpoint of educators.” (This last clause is a 
minor understatement, such as saying that Mary- 
land football is only fair.) 

The University of Maryland has some 14,000 
students. It supports an average 88 football 
scholarships, with the help of an outside group 
known as the Terrapin Club. Undoubtedly there 
are some other athletic scholarships too. If the 
4 to 1 ratio applies, that means about 400 
scholarships are granted to scholars. An educa- 
tor certainly should find something ironic in the 
contrast between wholesale support of the foot- 
ball machine and academic assistance for 3 per 
cent of the student body.

The questionnaire was designed to 
disclose the political preferences of the 


students. the factors responsible for

Students were asked to name their 
state Senators and Assemblymen and 
the Governor and Lieutenant Governor 
of California. Three or four correct an- 
swers put the student in the well in- 
formed bracket, two correct answers in 
the average informed group, and one 
or no correct answer in the poorly in- 
formed category. It was surprising to 
find that 71 per cent could not name 
more than one of these four state of- 
ficials and that 7 per cent were unable 


to name even the Governor of Cali- 
fornia.

Because of the ever-increasing ac- 
celeration with which world events are 
moving, the United States, now more 
than at any time in the past, needs 
leaders and citizens who are both in- 
formed and active in politics. 

Obviously, our college students should 
be impressed with the importance and 
necessity of their active interest and 
participation in political affairs. 

Elihu Root once said, “Politics is the 
practical exercise of the art of self- 
government. ... The principal ground 
for reproach against any American 
should be that he is not a politician.”

The Gold Coast is a country of 
4,000,000 persons in West Africa, slight- 
ly north of the equator. The British 
are progressively granting more powers 
to the all-African local government so 
that the nation can become an _ inde- 
pendent dominion within the British 
Commonwealth The country is rich 
in cocoa and has other natural re- 
sources 

In Prof. Apter’s account 
receive much more praise than blame 
fer their dealings in the Gold Coast 
having benefited both themselves and 
the native population by a policy that 
has kept the country free from white 
settlers and Indian traders.

Threat to First Amendment. 

As exercised by latter-day 
committees, the 
power to investigate is a tre- 
mendous instrument, combining 
the power to make laws, to en- 
force those laws, to judge and 
to punish men under those laws. 
This tremendous instrument can 
be. notoriously it has been, used 
to harass, to intimidate, to pun- 
ish, and to destroy. 

Were it to become the ac- 
cepted practice that Congress 
may investigate the press, ma- 
chinery would exist to nullify 
the First Amendment. 

The question therefore is 
whether the newspaper profes- 
sion shall assent to or shall op- 
pose the claim that Congress 
has the power to investigate 
the editorial management of 
newspapers. The hiring or fir- 
ing of employes is an essential

radically new question. Not for | 
many generations, if ever before | 


in our history, has any organ 
of Government claimed the 
power to examine and to pass 
judgment upon who shall work 
on newspapers. 


What if Times Change? 


The law on the subject has 
not been tested and it is not 
clear. Judicial opinion ranges 
from that of Judge Prettyman’s 
decision in the Barsky case, 
which is that Congress may in- 
vestigate whenever it suspects 
a public danger, to the opin- 


of a newspaper. 

My own view is that no part 
of the editorial management 
should, that no part can under 
the First Amendment, be ceded 
legitimately to Congress, If we 
who are connected with news- 
papers acquiesce in the right 
of Congress to censor on any 
grounds whatever newspaper 
employment, we shall have 
opened the way to a grave in- 
vasion of the freedom of the 
press. 

It has been said, among others 
by The New York Times itself, 
that the press is not sacrosanct 
and that the right of “any in- 
vestigation of the press by any 
agency of Congress” should not 
be questioned. 


Essential to Free Society. 


I submit that it must be 
questioned. Of course the news- 
papers are not sacrosanct, They 
are subject, like every indi- 
vidual and corporation to all 
the laws of the land—to the

Gen. Gates, 60 vears old, re- 
tired last June after 38 years 
service, but was returned to ac- 
tive duty to face charges he had 
mishandled his administration 
at Chanute Base for personal 
gain. An investigation indicated 
the offences charged were of 
such nature that punishment 
under Article 15, rather than 
trial by court martial, was prop- 
r, Air Force authorities stated. 

By being recalled to active 
duty, Gen. Gates received $1294 


monthly in pay and aHowances, 


or $490 a month more than he 
received as a retired major 
general. Deducting the $500 
forfeiture means he got $2440 
more for the last six months 
than he would have received in 
retirement.. The forfeiture was 
in basic pay. 

Specifically, Gen. Gates was 
charged with using his position 
as commander from 1953 to 
1955 to influence sale of cor- 
porate stocks and insurance to 
military personne!: giving a life 
insurance company exclusive 
rights to sell its policies in one 
area of the base, and providing 
office space for an automobile 
insurance firm. 

The charges made no mention 


of the’ money Gen. Gates re- 
ceived through his insurance 
company arrangements, but an 


Air Force spokesman fixed the 
amount at $7000. He can file an 
appeal with the Air Force Chief 
of Staff.

mean an epidemic, Dr. Lloyd L. 
Tate has taken down his shingle 
at the Board of Education and 
is preparing to hang it on the 
door of a private office. 

The genial physician, who 
has watched over the health of 
St. Louis school children al- 
most continuously since 1920, 
rising from a substitute inspec- 
tor of hygiene in the St. Louis 
Public Schools to director of 
the division of health and hy- 
giene, retired at the end of 
1955 to begin another phase of 
medical careay. Although he is 
67 vears old, he wants to “get 
started with my own practice 
before it’s time to retire.” 

Dr. B. Y. Glassberg, assistant, 
has been named acting director 


of the division. 

Married, but without children 
of his own, Dr. Tate chose 
school work over private prac- 
tice because of his love for 
childreg and his desire to keep 


them well. A native St. Louisan, 
he came out of World War I as 
a captain in the medical corps to 
take a school post. 

With the exception of a bricf 
span in the ‘20s, he remained 
with the school system, receiv- 
ing an appointment to the post 
of school physician in 1943 and 
as director of the division of 
health and hygiene the follow- 
ing year. 

In that time, he saw the 
school health program progress 
from stopgap measures to pre- 
ventive medicine. He watched 
once-dreaded diseases loose 
their death grip. He furthered 
the use of X-rays, inoculations 
and examinations of the eyes, 
the teeth and the hearts of St. 
Louis’s children 

Charts in his former office 

Gallaudet School, 1520 South 
Grand boulevard, tell a graphic 
and happy story of child health 
over the years. Back in the dec- 
ade 1915-25, when he started 
with the schools, there were 
45,317 cases Of measles, and 436 
deaths. In the decade which 
ended his career with the 
schools, there were 10,037 cases 


and only 13 deaths. 

Scarlet fever, once dreaded, 
attacked 10,404 children  be- 
tween 1915 and 1925 and 1905 
died as a result. This past dec- 
ade there were only 3045 cases 
and three fatalities 

Anti-biotics, said Dr. Tate 
have spelled the difference. In

“We might have had a fright- 
ening epidemic of diphtheria 
here in St. Louis last year and 
again this year. But we did not 
because the quick action of our 
hvgiene division brought the 
disease under control. Last fall, 
a litt'e bov at Hodgen School 
developed diphtheria and died. 
It was the ‘first death in the 
citv fram the disease for three 
vears and it was doubtless due 
to the fact that the child, a 
newcomer to the city, had not 
been properly immunized. 

“As soon as Mrs. Frances 
Lavin, the nurse at Hodgen, 
was notified of the case, she, 
with Miss Ruth O'Donnell, 
supervisor of nurses, made over 
200 home calls. Meanwhile, Dr. 
Tate. his assistant and the 
school doctor examined the 
whole school for possible active 
cases.

“We decided to X-ray all the 
students at Harris and at the 
former Stowe Teachers’ Colleges 
—because they would soon be 
in contact with the students— 
and we found several cases. 
Since then we have X-rayed all 
employes as well as all seniors 
before they graduate from high 
school. 


“In co-operation with the Tu- 
berculosis Society of St. Louis, 
the department administers 
patch tests and if any child 
shows a positive reaction, all 
members of his family, his close 
friends and classmates are 
X-rayed to make sure the dis- 
ease does not spread.”

IS office also instituted an 
H eye survey and children who 

needed special attention 
were referred to family physi- 
cians or clinics. A check of 
rheumatic heart trouble dis- 
closed 900 cases, and each young 
victim was referred to medical 
aid and as soon as he was able 
to continue his school work, a 
special program was outlined 
for him. 

Probably the greatest mass 
medical program in Dr. Tate's 
tenure with the schools was the 
Salk vaccine immunization pro}- 
ect in which 18,000 youngsters 
were inoculated last spring. 

“I think that was one of the 
real highlights of my work,” he 
sald. “Polio hag been such a 
tragic thing and it is heart- 
breaking to see youngsters who 


—— 


have become victims of its crip- 


pling effects. The mass inocu- 
lations, I believe, gave me as 
much joy as anything I've ever 
done.” 

He looks forward to the day 
when polio will join the ranks 
of the other “conquered” dis- 
eases and no longer will be a 
source of fear. 

“We very seldom see mastoid 
any more,” he said. “Years ago 
there were many cases. But 
gradually science is overcoming 
these illnesses and as we go on, 
the health of our children will 
become better and better.” 


Dr. Tate never closed a school 
because of an epidemic, even 
when absenteeism inereased as 
a result. 

“Every few years, we have 
numerous cases of influenza, 
but if we closed the schools, 
the children would be thrown 
out on the street and the trou- 


ble would spread even more 
rapidly,” he said. “We feel 
they are better off in school 


where they are warm, well-fed, 
and following a normal sched- 
ule, If they do become ill, the 
doctor can send them home.” 

* _ * 

R. TATE, as concerned about 
Dpparents pocketbooks as he is 

about their children’s health, 
used community resources 
whenever possible. He always 
referred those who could afford 
private medical help to their 
own physicians, but at the same 
time developed numerous 
sources of help through the 
community for those in finan- 
cial need. The Variety Club, 
for instance, buys glasses for 
those who can't afford them. 
The Kiwanis Club provides a 
dental trailer. 

And not infrequently, Dr. 
Tate has dipped into his own 
pocket. 

During the depression, he was 
serving as physician at Hadley 
School. He remembers how dis- 
tressed he was at the appear- 
ance of some of the youngsters 
who were walking to school in 
shabby, inadequate clothing, 
worn shoes but no socks. He 
found that many were suffering 
from malnutrition because there 
just wasn't enough money in 
the family budgets for good 
meals, 

He arranged that they would 
be served a hearty lunch at 
school—the only food some of 
them got during the entire day 
—with cod liver oil to supple- 
ment their diet and malted milk 
to help put on weight. Over a 


four-year period, he found that 
some of the children gained as 
much as 50 pounds. 

Dr. Tate failed to mention 


that he himself had financed 
much of the special diet. That 
fact was disclosed—behind her 
boss's back—by an associate 

“But let me tell you some- 
thing else,” she said, “to show 
what he's like. Some time ago 
a couple from a rural area 
came to his office with their 
little boy who was suffering 
from heart trouble and needed 
an operation. It was entirely 
out of his jurisdiction but they 
had heard of him and thought 
he could help. 

“He not only arranged for 
the operation, but he took time 
out from his work to go to the 
hospital, to stay during the en- 
tire operation, and to reassure 
two worried parents that their 
little boy would be well again.”

Easy Cooky 
Recipe With 
Variations 
By Edith M. Barber 


ERHAPS it’s about time to 

renew the cooky supply. The 

children like to have the 
cooky jar kept well filled, and 
it is convenient to have them 
on hand as a dessert at lunch 
time. 

We usually choose drop 
cookies for such use. We can 
even make these by the one- 
bowl method which takes such 
a short time. Any type of short- 
ening, of course at room tem- 
perature, may be used. For 
flavor we may combine both 
brown and white sugar. For tex- 
ture we like to add uncooked 
rolled oats that seem to supply 
a nutty flavor without calling 


for an expensive ingredient 
such as nuts, 
T basic recipe can be 


varied by adding raisins, melted 
chocolate or a mixture of spices. 
If you have a little left-over 
applesauce, the milk may be 
omitted and replaced by the 
sauce. Naturally you will need 
more sauce as it is thicker than 
the milk. 

When dropping cookies on the 
baking sheet be sure to have 
them rather far apart for they 
will spread in the oven. If you 
have time to chill the mixture 
half an hour or so, bits of 
dough may be broken off with 
the fingers. 

A moderate oven, about 375 
degrees Fahrenheit, is just right 
for baking. The time will be 
from 12 to 15 minutes, depend- 
ing upon the thickness of the 
batter. After baking, the cookies 
should be removed with a spat- 
ula to a rack and allowed to 
cool thoroughly before they go 
inte the cooky jar. 

Quick Mix Oatmeal Cookies. 

One cup sifted all-purpose 
flour, one-half teaspoon soda, 
one-half teaspoon salt, one-half 
cup shortening, one-half cup 
brown sugar, one-half cup gran- 
ulated sugar, one egg, one-half 
teaspoon vanilla, two table- 
spoons milk, one and one-half 
cups quick or regular rolled 
oats, uncooked. 

Sift together flour, 
salt into bowl. 


soda and 
Add shortening, 


sugars, egg, vanilla and milk. 
Beat until smooth. Fold in 
rolled oats. Drop from a tea- 
spoon onto greased baking 


sheet and bake in a moderate 
oven (375 degrees Fahrenheit) 
12 to 15 minutes. Yield: three 
and one-half dozen cookies. 


Variation I. 

Add one cup seedless raisins 
and two tablespoons. grated 
orange rind to mixture. 

Variation II. 

Add two squares chocolate, 
melted. 

Variation IIT. 

Add two teaspoons mixed cin- 
namon, nutmeg and cloves to 
flour mixture. Instead of milk 
add enough applesauce to 
moisten.
